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The present volume is the fruit of three years of work of Shri Asok Basu as the 
documentation officer of the Centre for Himalayan Studies. The centre has been estab¬ 
lished in the University of North Bengal under the area studies programme of the 
University Grants commission of India. Its focus is on Tibet, Bhutan and the Eastern 
Himalayan region of India. Because of the cultural continuum over the entire Himalayan 
belt, however, these areas cannot be studied in isolation. Nor can they be studied 
without reference to their immediate neighbourhood in the sub-Himalayan belt as 
well as Northeast India. 

The interest of the ceuere is social scientific. Here again one cannot ignore the 
natural resources and the ecology of the terrain because of its very special character. 
Although there have been a number of reports on the region produced during the 
past one hundred years or so, modern social scientific research in the area has been 
stigmatized by the abseuce of a comprehensive social scientific bibliography on the area. 
The present volume is an attempt to cover the difficulty. 

No bibliography can be complete or even totally perfect. Preparation of a classified 
bibliography on a vast area like the Himalayas becomes all the more difficult in the 
absence of relevant sub-categories in the existing bibliographical schemes. Yet, Shri 
Basu collected over 4000 entries and ordered them in a classificatory scheme which 
seems to be most suitable to the vastness of the coverage and the variety and the themes. 
It is hoped that the volume will facilitate research in a broad range of subjects 
concerning the Himalayas.

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Introduction 

Area studies documentation and the Himalayan literature 


Facets of area studies 

The subject of area studies is one of the most diversified multi-disciplinary one and 
marked by increasing split in its content The resultant problems are numerous 
and highly complex. It is considered to be an important branch of the social- 
scientific studies. It agglomerates almost all the facets of social sciences including 
human sciences and, to some extent, a few of the natural sciences too. Bibliographical 
control or documentation of such subject is really a uphill task. Documentation 
takes care of the problem by going deep into the subject as a system to know the mode 
of formation of the subject and syntax of facets of the subject through facet 
analysis. 

The mode of formation of the body of area studies as a subject is a kind of ‘loose 
assemblage’. In this mode of formation, some subjects are studied in their mutual 
relation. The relation may be a general one, one of bias, of comparison, of difference, of 
influence; or one subject may be used as the tool for studying the other subject. This is 
called ‘intersubject phase relation’ and is of a complex nature. 

In arranging the facets going with the subject of area studies, the ‘wall-picture prin¬ 
ciple’ will satisfy the majority of the intellects. According to this principle area studies 
cover a whole spectrum of knowledge requiring division first by area facet, then by 
community facet and finally by other facets followed by time facet. Therefore, the 
syntax of facets of area studies will be as follows : 

Area : Communities : Social functions/activities/actions : Period. 

Concept of area studies 

The term‘area’is a generic term for any part of the earth’s surface. It has got some 
finer variations such as (a) area as place (b) area as theme or content and (c) area as 
organisation. Area as place simply denotes the location of a particular area mutually 
exclusive from other areas. Some times area is considered as theme for a purposeful 
investigation. Basing on the generalised result of the investigation, area may be 
classified as metropolitan area, urban area, rural area, industrial area, agricultural 
area, draught area according to common spatial phenomena. 

The concept ‘area’ may also highlight the pattern of socio-economic activities of the 
people which spread over the earth as an interrelated areal systems. The social scientists 
have shown their interests for the problems arising out of these organisations of area 
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ex. It is observed that the human settlements are distribute^ the areji 

the people get optimum return of their socio-economic activities. It is alsl observe 
That the pattern of organisation differs from culture to culture and thereby from area to 
area; even then there is similar hierarchical systems ranging from a small village unit to a 
metro area. In this context area means a focal area whose organisation or systems of 
human activities are to be studied. There are some more variations. 

The principal idea of area studies is that the people of specific geographical 
region, with special reference to foreign countries, acting in their socio-political 
environment, offer an appropriate unit for scholarly investigation. 

Origin and development 

The history of area-studies even can be traced in Aristotle, when he compared the 
Greek City-states as political institutions. The emergence of area studies in modern times 
is essentially a post-world War II phenomenon, first in the USA and then in the other 
developed countries. The overall aim of these studies is to know one’s enemy and one’s 
neighbours. It is basically a designed involvement to understand the socio-economic and 
political interest of a particular area or area complex to preserve one’s own economic 
interest. The developing countries are also now showing keen interest in area studies 
programme. 

During the World War II area studies programme was confined to languages, 
cultures and was mainly topographical information. After the war, American hostility 
towards Soviet Union initiated the scholars’ involvement in the study of political, 
economic and social institutions of the USSR. The Universities of Columbia and 
Harvard started Centres for Russian studies. These centres provided models for the 
study of other areas. Gardually, other developed and developing countries have also 
initiated the area studies programme. 

Programme of area studies 

Research, publications, teaching, seminars and conferences are the main activities 
of the area studies centres. The desirable functions of area studies are as follows : 

1 Language teaching; 

2 Team research; 

3 Combined study of humanities and social sciences; 

4 Field work; 

5 Participation of specialised faculty members of various disciplines of other 
institutions; 

6 Seminars & conferences; 

7 Specialised teaching; and 

8 Resource building up including books, periodicals, newspapers, records, maps 
and other micro-and metadocuments. 

Constraints in getting information 

One of the major problems in the field is related to the collection of accurate and 
cpendable information with regard to a specified area for various reasons. Therefore, 
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\ O^de/elopment of new and various methods have been evolved to combat 
x^S^non. ‘Research-at-a-distanee’ is one of such method. It has also its various sub¬ 
methods, such as interviewing of people coming from specified areas. Similarly visiting 
an area lias also become imperative. 

Interaction between area studies and social sciences 

Like other subjects, area studies has its own developmental pattern resulting from 
the interactions with other subjects. As a social-scientific subject the area studies 
has the following four stages of development : 

1 Collecting data from bibliographical sources and fieldwork, analysing those data 
and positing of tentative conclusions; 

2 Comparing similar problems in different areas; 

3 Use of the data and conclusions evolving out of area studies research by the 
social scientists to develop new theories and improve the existing ones; and 

4 The construction of new theories or improvement on old theories by the social 
scientists, feeding back the empirical researches. 

In this way the various disciplines of social sciences and humanities also get 
enriched by the research work done by the area studies scholars. Thus area studies, 
which emerged out of war-needs, has become an independent field of knowledge—a 
discipline of necessity. 

Documentation of Himalayan studies 

From the point of view of social sciences, the Himalayas is a cluster of countries 
geographically contiguous, having a fairly common cultural heritage as weU as 
common socio-economic experiences sharing almost the same negligence and apathy 
from the neighbouring plains. In dividing the Himalayas into sub-area?, therefore, 
neither geological nor geographical divisions but the political divisions have been 
followed as mentioned in Himalaya Seva Sangha’s‘Statistical handbook of Himalayan 
region: population & plans, V 1, 1972’. The detailed division may be seen in the Area 
schedule. 

Sub-divisions of the Himalayas 

West Bengal Himalaya-. It includes three Himalayan and sub-Himalayan districts of 
Darjeeling, Jalpaiguri and Cooch Behar. The area has link with Sikkim and Bhutan 
Himalayas since immemorial past. Both Dooars and Terai, parted by the river Tista, 
pass through this area. 

Sikkim Himalaya : A former princely state and protectorate of India, Sikkim is 
now the twentysecond state of India. It is situated at a tri-junction of Nepal, Tibet and 
Bhutan and has geopolitical importance. 

North Eastern Himalaya : It is a land of nature’s bounty to anthropologists, com¬ 
prising five states and two Union territories of India in all. The region is also know 
as Seven sisters. The area is influenced by Tibeto-Burman culture. 
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ral and Western Himalayas : The Central and Western Himalaya, comprisingj 
Ion and Garwal Himalayas, Himachal Pradesh, Kashmir Himalaya and the 
beyond, is a strategic area where five countries meet each other. 

Bhutan Himalaya : It is a tiny land-locked kingdom with mostly lamaistic people 
who are trying to cope with the modern world with gradual success in keeping Tibeto- 
Buddhist culture and heritage intact. Bhutan with her alternatingly rival and friendly 
relations with Tibet and India in the past, now wants to be the friend of all. The area 
is encircled by India and the Tibet region of China. 

Nepal Himalaya : A Hindu kingdom in the Himalayas, bordering Tibet, Sikkim 
and the UP Himalaya, Nepal desires to become a ‘zone of peace’ in the region and is 
gaining experiences of partyless democracy within a limited Partiamentary system. 

Tibet Himalaya : Once a theocratic country Tibet is now experiencing revolutionary 
social changes. It is now a part of People’s Republic of China. Once Tibet played a 
key role in disseminating lamaistic culture throughout the Himalayas 

Bibliography as a source of Himalayan literature 

There are a good number of bibliographies on the Himalayas or on the part of it 
prepared by the subject specialists, librarians and documentaiists. These meet the 
general need of the users. Area studies programme invariably draws much from these 
bibliographies but they are not adequate to meet the specific area-thematic correl¬ 
ative demands from the researches in the field of area studies. The need arises to build 
up a classified bibliography on the Himalayas as a whole. With due recognition to the 
previous works the present work is done, as far as practicable. This bibliographical 
project has the humble aim to cover the Himalayan literature with special reference to 
social scientific studies. 

In this bibliography an attempt has been made to cover the documents upto first 
quater of 1983 which is an uphill task. Therefore, with all limitations and constraints, 
the ‘random technique’ has been adopted to scan the Himalayan literature. It is 
always good to go through the documents for physical verification while preparing 
bibliography, but it is not always possible. A person preparing a bibliography may 
or may not be in a position to examine the documents personally. But this again, 
creates the possibilities of errors in the collection of bibliographical data. 

The sources of the Bibliography 

Some of the neighbouring libraries have been considered for the base work apart 
from the various primary and secondary documents including periodicals and 
publisher’s catalogues. The following are the libraries consulted :

Whenever possible, at the end of an entry, the library in possession of the material 
is mentioned in abbreviation as shown above against each of the library. 

Necessity of schedule building 

In organising the documents on area studies three specific schedules are felt to be 
needed. They are 

1 Area schedule; 

2 Thematic schedule; and 

3 Common Isolate schedule. 

Area schedule : The provisional area schedule for the Himalayas has been designed, 
using ‘H’ for the Himalayas, for there is no exclusive existing schedule considering the 
Himalayas as a unique entity except in colon classification scheme (CC) by SR Raguna- 
than. In CC class number for Himalayas is 4=zm 70H. In DC and UDC it is 954 
which creates homogenety with the class number for Indian subcontinent. Therefore, it 
is felt very much necessary to develop a separate schedule for the Himalayas with 
regard to the area studies programme, when the area is divided into various political 
boundaries and distributed among the neighbouring sovereign countries. This schedule 
may easily be used along with the CC, DC and UDC schedules. 

Thematic schedule : The adopted thematic schedule is based on the Dewey decimal 
system of classification (18 ed). For convenience, we have
